May it please your Majesty, 



In conformity with the requirements of the Colleges Act of Parliament, 
and with the Statutes of this College I begleave to submit for your Majesty s 
consideration the following Report of the Proceedings ot the Queen s College, 
Cork, during the past academic year, and of the present condition of the seteral 

de Durfo™the°past rear additional progress has been made in providing the fit- 
ments aSd materials necessary for carrying on instruction; and the strictest 
economy having been used in applying the hinds originally granted by parliament 
for that purpose, the Professors have been enabled to obtain tlie most essential 
requisites in every department, so that their ordinary courses of lectures have 
S fully and efficiently illustrated. There still remains, however, very great 
necessity for extending the Libraries, Museums,, and other collections, auxiliary 
to professorial teaching and original research, in order that the Professors and 
the P Senior Students may he enabled to keep pace with the progress of literary 
and scientific investigation, and to occupy themselves with those advanced 
branches of learning, on the successful study of which must in future so materially 
depend the progrei of superior education in Ireland and the success of the new 
University System founded by your Most Gracious Majesty. 

In reference to the special departments of the College, and to the state of 
discipline "and instruction therein. I have the honour to subnut the following 
observations : — 

NUMBER AND AGES OF THE STUDENTS. 

The Entrance Examinations for the past Session were held in October and 
November, 1851, and afforded still further evidence of the general confidence 
which lias been accorded to the improved system of University Education— hfty- 
four Students having entered to commence tlie first year s courses m the Queen s 
College Cork, and to graduate in the Queen’s University, whilst, of the Matricu- 
lated Students of p^^ sixty-throe continued to prosecute their studies

The Non-M atriculated Students are not classified under Faculties, but attend 
such of the Professors’ Lectures or Courses of Instruction as may be most neces- 
sary for their special objects. 

In regard to the ages of Students, it will be seen from the subjoined table that 
the averages, particularly in the Faculty of Arts, are somewhat higher than in 
preceding years.

This increase of the average age lias arisen principally from the fact, that the 
new Students of the Session entered at an age generally more advanced than 
previously ; as the necessity of careful preliminary education to enable a Student 
to avail himself properly of the superior instruction given in the College has 
now become generally known. 

Another evidence of the more normal condition of the general body of Students, 
is found in the diminished number of extreme ages. There are thus only 5 
Students below the age of 16 years, and only 3 over 25 years. The number of 
Students over 21 years of age is 32. 

MATRICULATION AND SCHOLARSHIP EXAMINATIONS. 

During the past Session, the Matriculation Examinations for the Faculties of 
Arts and Law, and for the Courses of Engineering and Agriculture, have been 
maintained as of former years ; but it is gratifying to report that the examining 
Professors have observed some improvement in the proficiency of the Students 
at entrance. Iu regard to the Faculty of Medicine, for which the standard of 
Matriculation Examination had been changed in the preceding year, in order to 
meet the circumstances of some of the Medical Colleges and Schools, the Council 
of this College, after consulting the Senate of the Queen’s University, decided 
upon restoring the Matriculation Course to its original standard, whereby it is 
rendered identical with the Matriculation Course for the Faculty of Arts ; and it 
is to be hoped that a higher standard of general Scholarship may thereby be 
gradually introduced among the Students about to join the medical profession. 

As the several Classes included in three years’ courses of studies were in action 
during the past Session, the number of Scholarships available to be competed 
for by the Students of each year, was less than in the preceding year. The 
Reports of the Professors who examined for Scholarship were highly creditable 
to the proficiency of the candidates ; but yet, the Council of the College, feeling 
it then- duty to exact a very high standard of qualification for those rewards 
founded by your Majesty’s liberality, did not in the last Session fill up all the 
Scholarships of the three years. 

PROMOTION OF STUDENTS. 

At the termination of the Session, the Class Examinations for Honors and 
Promotions were, as usual, held, aud with highly satisfactory results. The Stu- 
dents were almost universally found well qualified for promotion to the classes of 
the succeeding year, respectively ; and on the recommendation of the examining 
Professors, Honors and Prizes were awarded to the most distinguished in each 
Class. The Students of those Classes which had terminated their respective 
Courses for University Diplomas or Degrees, were promoted to the Class of 
Candidates, and. their *names and qualifications forwarded to the Senate of the 
Queen’s University in proper form. 
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COURSES OF INSTRUCTION. 

I be» leave to report, tor jour Majesty’s gracious consideration, that the syste- 
matic instruction in the several departments of science and literature hate been 
“arried on by the Professors and Lecturers in the different Faculties and Courses 
almost universally with a degree ot' zeal, ability, and diligence, most creditable to 
themselves and most beneficial to the cause of education. In some few instances, 
the Authorities of the College have had occasion to confer with some Professors 
on the means of giving the greatest effectiveness to their instructions ; and I am

. , n is present duty, however, to represent to your Majesty the very serious 
injury which the College has sustained by being deprived of the services of Dr 
Nathaniel Hobart, who, as Demonstrator of Practical Anatomy, had delivered 
the Lectures on that subject for the last three years, ever since the first opeuino- 
of the College. The ability, zeal, and diligence of that gentleman in per- 
forming his important educational duties, coupled with liis mild and conciliatory 
demeanour, had gained for him the warmest approbation, confidence, and respect 
fiom all classes of the College; and it is well known, that to his personal exertions 
is veiy matenahy due the present successful position of the Medical School in 
the College. I feel rt, therefore, incumbent on me to represent as seriously 
interfering with the efficiency of education, that the responsible Authorities of 
the College shouM find themselves abruptly and arbitrarily deprived of the 
Tesri??

TRIENNIAL VISITATION OF THE QUEEN'S COILESE COEK. ^ 

The Statutes issued by your Most Graraons Majesty held trien"n?all ?T "public 

Allege Session, the Visitation 
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was fixed by the Visitors to take place on the 11th of May, 1852, and it was so 
held accordingly, and continued by adjournment on the following day (12th 
May), when the proceedings closed. 

The Visitors who attended were — 

Tho Most Rev. the Archbishop of Dublin. 

The Right Rev. the Lord Bishop of Cork. 

The Right Hon. Maziere Brady, Vice-Chancellor of the Queen’s University. 

The Right Hon. Baron Greene. 

The President of the College of Physicians. 

The President of the College of Surgeons. 

The Visitors proceeded first to inquire into the state of discipline in the 
College, the equipment of the several departments, the numbers of the students, 
and the arrangements for residence and for moral and religious instruction. 

The Visitors then proceeded to hear Appeals. 

Three cases of Appeals were brought before the Visitors. 

1st — The case of Dr. Benjamin Alcock, appealing against certain resolutions of 
the College Council for the management of the department of Practical Anatomy. 

In this case the Right Hon. Maziere Brady pronounced the judgment of the 
Visitors, as follows: — • 

He said he had taken great pains in endeavouring to ascertain the exact bearing of the case, when 
Dr. Alcock’s memorial was first presented to him, and in order to attain that knowledge he bad 
requested the President of tho College to lay before tho Visitors an explanatory statement regarding 
the facts of tho case. The explanation was given to him which had been referred to by the learned 
counsel. He felt from the beginning great difficulty in the case, because it then appeared to him, and 
appeared still, that there had been some omission in framing the Charter, and the same omission in the 
practical arrangements of the College which had led to that great difficulty. He thought the opinion 
was unanimous among tho Visitors, that the Council had acted in the case, not with a view to create 
any personal injury to any Professor, or to do anything which was out of place and improper, but for 
the purpose of placing that particular branch of study of Practical Anatomy upon a true basis, by 
means of an arrangement which substantially did not differ from that which prevailed, but to be con- 
ducted with more apparent form and regularity; and that they had done so with the view of meeting all 
the difficulties of the case, not merely those arising from the omission in the Charter, but also those arising 
from tlie regulations as to Certificates enjoined by some of the public bodies, to which tho President had 
referred. It might be that in the administration of the College in those particular branches, according 
to the Statutes, difficulties would occur; and in the view they were compelled to take of tho Statutes, on 
that one particular question, perhaps difficulties might occur which could only possibly be solved or 
evaded by reference to the high authority of the Crown, in seeking for, and obtaining the appointment 
of a distinct and separate Professor. All they had to doat present was with tho requisitions of the Statutes, 
and how far they had been departed from by the Council in their endeavours, and, he would say their 
bona fide endeavours to place that particular branch of the studies of tho College upon a true basis. 
The Charter had provided for tho appoimnont of the various Professors, and it would strike one 
certainly, prima facie, as rather anomalous, that the Charter which provided especially for certain Pro- 
fessors, should provide also fees for courses of lectures exceeding in number those Professors, without 
defining whose province it should bo to deliver these courses of lectures not by the Charter appro- 
priated to any particular Professor. There was a difficulty, undoubtedly, in that point, but it was a 
difficulty in respect to which it was their duty to endeavour to find some reason for its occurrence in 
the Charter. The only view which they could take of it was, that it must have been supposed by the 
framers of the Statute, and by the advisers of tlie Crown, that those courses were within the range of 
the professorial duties of some persons, and that to each particular and separate Professorship would 
appropriately fall the administration of the course of education which came most directly within the 
province for which Ira was specially appointed. For instance, knowing that the Professor of Chemistry 
would be the appropriate person to administer that course of education known as Practical Chemistry, 
it would certainly appear, to an unprofessional person, that the Professor of Anatomy and Physiology 
would be the most appropriate person to have the care of the course of education called Practical 
Anatomy. Ho thought he might say, that that also had occurred to the Authorities of the College, for 
he had not heard it suggested that the charge of that department should be placed under any other 
Professor named in the College Statutes but the Professor of Anatomy and Physiology. And the 
course of proceeding in tlie University of Dublin very much fortified that view, for tho Professor of 
Anatomy and Surgery was the person who conducted the course of Practical Anatomy, assisted by 
Demonstrators. Therefore, there was nothing which was at all incongruous in the administration of 
that branch of study being thrown upon the Professor of the general subjects of Anatomy and Phy- 
siology. Seeing that the Charter contained the names of subjects exceeding the number of Professors, 
and that it contemplated the delivery of a course of lectures upon those subjects only by the Professors 
of the College, it would appear that tlie Charter contemplated that some one or other of the Professors 
should be the person to undertake these duties. Coupling that with the observation, that each par- 
ticular branch of study of that kind would bo naturally nominated to tlie particular Professorship most 
analogous and cognate to it, it would certainly, prima facie, follow, that the delivering of lectures 
upon Practical Anatomy would fall upon the Professor of Anatomy. As to Medical Jurisprudence, he 
would not undertake to point out to whom it should fall, for as yet the question was not raised. 
How, lie would come to consider how far the Statute would apply to tho main question, namely — the 
distribution and allocation of the fees. When that subject was before him first, be was strongly 
impressed with the view of the case, that the feos were only payable to the Professors, and to the 
Professors of the particular branches for which they were nominated, and that it would lie upon Dr. 
Alcock to show that be was appointed Professor of Practical Anatomy — that not being such by the

a meeting of Faculty could be called, tlie sanction of the President must first be obtained, it was 
clear there must bare been some control intended to be invested in tbe President beyond that of 
abitrarily sanctioning or refusing the holding of the meeting. _ It was clear the Charter intended that 
tho President, when he had the power of refusing or sanctioning a meeting, should also have the 
power of requiring that the specific purpose of tho meeting should be laid before him, to determine 
him whether he should concede or withhold his approval. Whenever the Faculty, therefore, require 
to meet to discuss any particular subject, they must first ask the President’s permission to hold a 
meeting for the discussion of that subject, and from that subject their discussion should not deviate. 
As for the legality of the erasure, the Court were certainly of opinion that the meeting of which these 
minutes were erased was not a legalised meeting — that the minutes were not such as ought to have 
been entered on the books of the College, and that the entry was not worth more than so much blank 
paper. The President had simply drawn his pen through them ; but the Court were of opinion that 
it would be better, in case such circumstances should occur again, an event which the Court trusted 
would not happen, for the eraser to make some entry or memorandum after the minutes so cancelled, 
stating his reasons for the erasure. 

3rd. The case of certain students, who had held Scholarships during the Ses- 
sion 1849-50, and who had not been paid the full amount of the endowment of 
said Scholarships. 

In this case the Right Honourable Maziere Brady pronounced the judgment 
of the Visitors as follows : — 

That a Memorial should he addressed by the Scholars to tlie Right Honourable the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, praying for the payment of that portion of the Scholarship Endowment withheld by 
the Treasury in 1849-50; and that such Memorial should be forwarded by the Council of the College, 
with their recommendation that its prayer should be granted. 

And the Visitation therewith closed. 

DISCIPLINE AND CONDUCT OF STUDENTS. 

I have much pleasure in being able to Report, that the excellent conduct by 
which the Students of this College had been distinguished during the preceding 
Sessions, has been continued during the past year, and that only in a very few 
instances of minor infraction of discipline, such as are inevitable in an educational 
institution containing a large body of young men, had the authorities of the Col- 
lege occasion to intervene. On those occasions the remonstrance of the Vice- 
President, or reprimand and some moderate fines inflicted by the Council, were 
found to be sufficient correction. 

In regard to the moral and religious conduct of the Students, it is my duty to 
report, that I have received from the Reverend gentlemen, the Deans of Resi- 
dences, expressions of their full satisfaction with the conduct of the Students of 
their respective creeds under their charge. The arrangements for religious 
instruction have been, for the most part, such as were acted on in the preceding 
Session, and have proved very satisfactory. I annex the Reports furnished to 
me by the Reverend Mr. Greer (Wesleyan Dean), and the Reverend Mr. Magill 
(Presbyterian Dean). No Reports have been in this Session furnished to me by 
the Reverend Mr. Perrin (Church of England Deau), nor by the Reverend Mr 
O’Connor (Roman Catholic Dean). 

The relative proportions of the several religious denominations among the 
Students may be considered to remain the same as in the last Report. The 
precise numbers for the matriculated Students of the past Session are —

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APPENDIX. 



RESOLUTIONS adopted by the Council of Queen’s College, Cork, for the regulation of the 
Department of Practical Anatomy, which were Appealed Against by Da. Alcocic, Professor of 
Anatomy and Physiology, at tho Visitation held on 11 in Mat, 1852, and were Annulled by 
the Decision of tho Visitors, as reported in the foregoing Report of tlio Proceedings of the 
Visitation. 

Resolutions op Council — 1 1th December, 1851. 

1. Resolved — That the Department of Practical Anatomy shall he conducted by the Professor of 
Anatomy and Physiology, and hy a Demonstrator or Demonstrators, appointed by him with the 
sanction of the Council, and who shall be under the control of tho Professor, as to the details of his 
or their duties. 

2. Resolved — That the Professor shall furnish the Council with a full statement of the duties of 
the Demonstrator or Demonstrators, and shall represent to the Council any neglect of duties, in order 
that the Council may, if necessary, reconsider their sanction. 

3. Resolved — That the Demonstrators shall be paid from out of the Fees received from Pupils 
for instruction in Practical Anatomy. 

4. Resolved — That the supply of Subjects for the purpose of Anatomical Demonstrations, and such 
expense and attendance as necessarily belong to the delivery of the same, shall be defrayed from tho 
Fees received, as in the preceding Resolution. 

5. Resolved — That the Moneys received in Fees for Practical Anatomy, subject to the payment as 
above of Demonstrators, attendance, and necessary expenses, shall belong to the Professor of Anatomy 
and Physiology for his general superintendence and direction of tho Department. 

C. Resolved — That each Student belonging to tho Class of Practical Anatomy shall deposit such 
sum as may be found necessary to provide as hereinafter detailed, which sums shall constitute a Fund, 
termed the Practical Anatomy Fund, under the control of the Professor. This Fund shall he applied 
to defray the expenses of the Department of Practical Anatomy under the following heads : — 

1. To defray all cost of obtaining and removing Subjects for Dissection by Students. 

2. To defray all charges for towels, soap, brushes, buckets and other means of cleansing the 

Demonstration and Dissecting Rooms, Offices, and Passages belonging thereto. 

3. To defray all cost of preserving and preparing Subjects for Dissection, such charges to bo 

allowed only as labour and material and not as Fees for superintendence, the latter having 
been included in the salaries of tho Demonstrators. 

7. Resolved — That the Professor shall report to tho Council, at tho termination of each Session, 
the state and management of the Department of which he has charge ; and an account of all sums, 
received and expended on the Practical Department shall bo kept by tho Demonstrator, and a copy 
thereof laid before the Council at the termination of each Session. 

8. Resolved — That tho Dissecting and Demonstrating Rooms shall he supplied by the Council with 
fuel and permanent fittings and furniture, and such objects and materials used in instruction, as are 
of the character of permanent property, and the usual responsibility to hold, as to conservation, by 
the Professors and Officers in charge of the Department. 

9. Resolved — That the duties of attendance and cleansing, as regards the management of Subjects 
in the Department of Practical Anatomy, are partly for the service of tho Demonstrators and partly 
of the Dissecting Students, the cost of which attendance should bo defrayed from tho Practical 
Anatomy Fees and the Students’ deposits, in such proportions as may ho arranged hy the Professor, 
with the sanction of the Council.
